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Journal Survey Shows 
Need of Auto Allowance 


That a large proportion of the officers 
of the armed services are constantly 
called upon to use their private auto 
mobiles on government business and that 
there is a genuine need for the estab 
lishment of a monetary allowance to 
compensate them, is revealed in a sur 
vey conducted by the ArMyYy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, 

With the automobile becoming essen 
tial to the proper performance of offi 
cial duties at service posts and stations, 
the JouURNAL is planning to call the mat 
ter to the attention of Congress at the 
next with a view to the initia 
tion of legislation authorizing the estab 
lishment of an allowance similar to that 
formerly provided for the maintenance 
of a private mount.

That such an allowance would be justi 
fled was called to the attention of the 
llouse Military Committee by Maj. Gen. 
lauis Hl. Bash, Quartermaster General 
of the Army, during his testimony before 
the Rogers subcommittee at the last ses 
sion. Since then the facts gathered by 
the Army AND Navy JourNnaL has shown 
that the need is indeed pressing, 

As the result of the survey, which cov 
ered 90 posts of diversified type and 
size, it was found that there was 
aut least one owned car for each officer 
and that with few exceptions, the cars 
were necessarily used from 10 to 0) 
per cent of the time on Government 
business. Almost without exception, it 
was reported that the constant use of 
an automobile by the large majority of 
officers was essential to the conduct of 
their official duties. 

At a number of the similar 
survey was made of the use of privately 
owned cars by non-commissioned officers 
and it was found that they had to use 
them officially only slightly less on an 
average, than commissioned — officers, 
While not as marked, due to the large 
number of officers at sea, the same situa 
tion was found to exist in the Navy. 

In view of the almost universal prac 
tice in private industry of compensating 
employees for use of personal automo 
biles on company business and the fact 
that even a large increase in the number 
of Government vehicles would not rem 
edy the situation, the suggestion has 
been made from many quarters for the 
establishment of a monetary allowance 
for officers and enlisted men of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard, 
whose duties make the use of a private 
automobile necessary.

Admiral Standley’s Speech 
The importance of maintaining a 
regular year by year building program 
of combatant ships and auxiliaries was 
stressed by Admiral William Hl. Stand- 
ley, USN, Chief of Naval Operations in 


a Navy Day address at Atlanta, Gaz, 
Oet. 2s. 
Terming the “building holiday” be- 


tween 1922 and 1933, “absolutely destruc- 
tive to building efficiency,” Admiral 
Stundley urged adequate annual appro- 
priations for ship construction, sufficient 
officer and enlisted personnel to main- 
tain in full commission all vessels of the 
treaty Navy, a Marine Corps in sutlicient 
strength to exercise its normal functions, 
adequate training of officers and men of 
the Naval Reserve and an adequate and 
efficient merchant marine. 

Admiral Standley recited the history 
of the past 15 years and after telling of 
the steps that have been taken to date 
to remedy the damage done during the 
“building holiday,” he said: 

“In each succeeding year we propose 
to have in the Appropriation Bill the 
necessary funds to initiate a current an- 
nual building program to take care of 
replacements. 

“These plans not only cover the an- 
nual building program for combatant 
ships but they involve other steps which 
will be necessary if we are to have 
those requisites for sea power which in- 
volves not only combatant ships to a 
treaty navy strength, but auxiliary 
ships together with a Merehant Marine 
und naval bases and the necessary per- 
sonnel to man them. While we are now 
well on the way towards providing the 
combatant ships allowed by the treaties, 
we are still woefully weak in our auxili- 


ury ships and outlying naval bases. 
These latter we are not permitted to 
uugment under present treaties, but 
there is every reason why we should 
provide auxiliary ships necessary for 
efficient, economical maintenance and 
operation of the fleet. The auxiliary 


ships, to which I refer, are those neces- 
sary for supplying the fleet with fuel, 
food, stores and supplies; repair ships, 
hospital ships, transports, and tenders 
for the smaller craft such as destroyers, 
submarines and airplanes. The vessels 
of these types which we now possess are 
all more or less antiquated and lack the 
speed and other qualities necessary for 
modern fleet, 

“Our legislative program for this year 





provides for the aforementioned requi- 
sites for sea power and [| would recall 
them to you in this order: 


“First; To contirm by appropriation 
through regular channels an orderly 
program to bring our Navy up to 
Treaty strength and to maintain it 


there. 


“Second; To provide a balanced and 
continuing program parallel to the Vin- 
son and Trammell Bill for replacement 
of naval auxiliary tonnage, in order to 
maintain the maximum mobility of our 
combatant fleet. (You will realize that 
the Vinson-Trammell Bill authorized and 
directed the Secretary of the Navy to 
seek through the regular appropriation 
bills funds necessary to build the ships 
covered’ by this Bill. As I previously 
stated, however, these ships were com- 
batant ships only and we are not al- 


lowed to build any auxiliary tonnage, 
not even a tug, without first going to 


the Naval Committee and getting authori- 
zation through Congressional action and 
then seeking funds through the regular 
appropriation bills and committees. 
“Third: To support, in every way, 
efforts to build and maintain an ade- 
quate and efficient merchant marine. 
“Fourth: To lend active support to 
legislation providing suflicient officer and 


enlisted personnel to maintain in full 
commission all vessels of the treaty 
Navy. 


Fifth: To maintain the marine Corps 
in suflicient strength for exercising its 
normal functions. 

“Sizth: To actively oppose all sub- 
versive influences tending to destroy the 
National Defense. 

“Seventh; To support legislation pro- 
viding for the adequate training of offi 
cers and enlisted men of the Naval Re- 
serve, 

“In all of this I would ask your aid 
and support but it is of the first, the 
great commandment, that | would par- 
ticularly desire your help and the second 
is like unto it—An orderly, annual 
building program of combatant ships 
and auxiliaries is absolutely essential if 
we are to have and maintain a Navy. 
We must have a yearly building program 
and we must see to it that the funds are 
provided to carry such a program into 
effect; building holidays like we had 
for eleven years prior to 1933. is 
absolutely destructive to building effi- 
ciency.”

Navy Day was celebrated throughout 


the United States and its possessions 
last week-end, with demonstrations, 
speeches and special radio broadcasts

With the endorsement of the Presi-

the birthday of the late President Theodore 
Roosevelt for that occasion. 

“In the unsettled conditions existing 
throughout the world it is imperative that 
we should heed the needs of national de 
fense. By the passage of the Vinson-Tram 
mell Bill which authorizes the upbuilding 
of our Navy to the limits of existing trea 
ties, our national legislature gave very 
definite expression of its purpose to in- 
crease the strength of the American Navy 
to a degree commensurate with America’s 
needs, interests and responsibilities. 

“Happily recalling my own personal asso 
ciation with our Navy, I take pride in en 
dorsing the commemoration of Navy Day 
this year and in expressing my own ap 
preciation and that of our fellow country 
men in the Navy's past achievements; also 
the conviction that the officers and men of 
the Navy will continue to justify the faith 
and confidence that their civilian) com 
patriots have always accorded them.

nent business showed an average of $12 
a month for these items alone. 

A particularly exhaustive survey was 
made at one Western post. The mili- 
lary exigences at that post, it was found, 
required 126 officers on duty there to 
ise their cars on Government business 
an average of 24.4 per cent of the time 
they were in operation. The average 
ileage per officer was 260 miles per 
month and the operation cost per mile 
was $.0504. This estimate would run 
the cost per officer at slightly more than 
$10 a month. At a few of the smaller 
posts, located in large cities, the estimate 
of use ran below 20 per cent. However, 
in the larger majority of cases the per 
fentage of use on Government business 
and the mileage ran much higher. 

At one of the largest Air Corps posts, 
for example, it was found that 346 auto 
mobiles were operated by officers and en 
listed men. The percentage of use on offi 
(lal business was 90 per cent, for com- 
Missioned officers, and 70 per cent for 
hon-commissioned officers. At one of the 
largest posts in one of the insular pos 
Sessions, ATH privately owned cars were 
used (1) per cent of the time on Govern 
ent business, while a fort on the East 
Coast reported 33S cars which were in 
use 75 per cent of the time on Govern- 
Ment business,

“That from available figures and esti 
mates, a minimum allowance of $20.00 
per month, per officer not furnished 
Government transportation, would be a 
reasonable amount to cover the cost of 
operating private transportation on. offi 


cial business while on normal duties.” 


Seek Army Improvements 

Increased grades and ratings to stimu- 
late the flow of non-commissioned pro- 
motions in the Army, improved Pacific 
Coast Defenses, and better housing will 
he considered by the House subcommit- 
tee on Army appropriations when it be- 
gins hearings on the annual supply bill, 
December 17, Representative Tilman B. 
Parks, chairman of the subcommittee, 
told the Army AND Navy JOURNAL yes- 
terday. 

Chairman Parks returned to Washing- 
ton this week to consider business 
which accumulated during the extensive 
inspection trip his subcommittee made 
of Army installations throughout the 
country and in Hawaii and Panama. 
He was in conference yesterday morn- 
ing with General Malin Craig, chief of 
staff, but he stated that the meeting 
was more to get acquainted than to 
discuss details of appropriations. 

Modernization of the Pacific coast de- 
fenses will be sought, Representative 
Parks stated, adding that the subcom- 
mittee on its inspection trip had found 
the coast defenses of San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, and San Diego to be much in 
need of upbuilding. 

“We have considerable in the way of 
coast defenses at San Francisco at 
present.” Mr. Parks said, “however, 
much of it is quite old. At Los Angeles 
there is practically nothing. Conditions 
in Panama and Hawaii are much better. 
Luckily we have on hand a number of 
16-inch Navy guns, so the problem is 
getting money for the mounts.” 

The housing situation in Schofield 
Barracks is particularly bad, Mr. Parks 
said. Replacement of the “shanty town,” 
present quarters for field artillery non- 
commissioned officers, will be sought, it 
was indicated. In the canal zone, Mr. 
Parks declared, it is desired to abandon 
Corozal and move the engineering unit 
to Ft. Clayton, involving new construe 
tion at the latter post. 


“We are going to bring General 
Drum from Hawaii, General Malone 
from San Francisco, General Hagood 
from Texas, and General Brown from 


Panama to testify on the needs of their 
commands,” Mr. Parks said. “We know 
what they require, but we want to get 
it in the record during the hearings on 
next year’s appropriation bill and then 
work out the priorities on the various 
projects. We hope to provide for some 
of them next year.” 

It is planned to finish the hearings 
the middle of January, for Representa- 
tive Buehana chairman of the appro- 
priation committee, desires to bring up 
the Army bill in the House before any 
other appropriation bills. 

Aircraft was an important considera- 
tion of the committee, in its inspec- 
tions, Mr. Parks said, declaring that 
they had found that many of the Army 
planes are too old. The most pressing 


need, he said, is for more combat 
planes. 
The whole question of grades and 


ratings in the Army will have to be 
gone into rather thoroughly this winter, 
Mr. Parks said. 

Representative Parks stated that he 
does not expect that the Army bill the 





coming year will be materially different 
in total from the present one. While 
the current bill is rather large, he said, 
he does not see how it can be reduced 
if the Army gets the things it needs. 


AC and CAC Maneuvers

Army Air Corps and Coast Artillery

Announcement of the plans for these 
important maneuvers were made by 
Brig. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, command 
ing general of the First Wing of the 
General Headquarters Air Force at his 
March Field headquarters. More than 
SO planes, 131 Air Corps officers, and 
1348 Air Corps enlisted men will play 
their parts in the gigantic mimic battles. 
Sixteen officers and 350 enlisted men are 
expected from the Coast Artillery. 

“It will be assumed that an enemy 
force has invaded us from the South,” 
explained General Arnold. “As we have 
a bombing and gunnery range at Muroe 
Dry Lake in the Mojave Desert we are 
imagining that the ‘invaders’ have pro- 
ceeded that far into the United States. 
Gunnery and bombing missions of the 
First Wing will be carried out on that 
basis. We expect that the value of 
Muroe Dry Lake as a practice area for 
air bombardment and ground strating 
will be proved during these exercises,”

Service Credit for Pay 


Amendment of the pay readjustment 
act of 1922 so as to authorize construe. 
tive credit for prior enlisted service jp 
the National Guard on the same bagis 
as such credit is now granted for com. 
missioned service in the National Guard 
will be urged at the next session of Cop. 
gress. 

A number of officers have brought the 
subject to the attention of members of 
Congress and action will be sought, it is 
indicated. 

The Pay Act now provides that, “For 
officers in the service on June 30, 1922 
there shall be included in the computa. 
tion all service which is now counted ip 
computing longevity pay, and service ag 
a contract surgeon serving full time; 
and also 75 percentum of all other 
periods of time during which they have 
held commissions as officers of the 
Organized Militia between January 21, 
1903, and July 1, 1916, or of the Na- 
tional Guard, the Naval Militia, or the 
National Naval Volunteers since June 
3, 1916, and service as a contract sur. 
geon serving full time, shall be included 
in the computation.” 

Thus as conditions now exist officers 
commissioned prior to July 1, 1922, re 
ceive credit for pay purposes for all 
previous military service except as an 
enlisted man or non-commissioned off- 
cer in the National Guard. Officers con- 
cerned feel that this is an unjust dis 
crimination, inasmuch as many of them 
received the impetus and initial train- 
ing that fitted them for war service and 
for commission in the Regular Army 
through their earlier non-commissioned 
service in the Guard. 

Furthermore, it is pointed out, grant- 
ing of this credit would move forward 
in many cases the dates upon which 
officers may retire, thus aiding in a 
gradual reduction of the hump. 

Inasmuch as there is a lack of exact 
data as to the number of officers con- 
cerned and the amount of service they 
would receive credit for if the amend- 
ment were adopted, information is being 
sought from officers in the field. 





Investigate Air Crash 

The War Department was advised 
yesterday that the investigation being 
conducted by a Board of Inquiry into 
the cause of the crash of the Boeing 
experimental bomber, known as 299, has 
developed the fact that the crash was 
not occasioned by the failure of any of 
the four engines with which the plane 
was equipped. The Board has not yet, 
however, determined the exact cause of 
the crash. 

The plane crashed at Wright Field, 
Ohio, Oct. 30, fatally injuring Maj. 
Ployer Hill, AC, USA, one of the Army's 
outstanding test pilots.

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CCC Activities 


Several thousand headstones marking 
graves of Civil War heroes who lost 
their lives in the battle of Gettysburg 
pave been re-set and straightened by 
the two companies of the Civilian Con- 
gervation Corps at Gettysburg National 
park. The preservation of the grave 
markers is a part of the program of 
restoration and beautification of the na- 
tional historical monument which has 
peen carried on at Gettysburg since 
June, 1933. Four hundred CCC men are 
assigned to this area, 





There were 6,572 feet of these mark- 
ers designating the known dead, several 
of which weighed more than two tons. 
The markers are of two types, one a 
series of small individual markers, the 
other an unbroken line of stone bearing 
at regular intervals the names of a 
group of the hero dead from the same 
state. All the headstones were origi- 
nally placed in the ground without sub- 
stantial foundations, with the result 
that the alignment was gradually broken. 

The task of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps has been to re-set these head- 
stones on permanent foundations. 
Trenches were dug below the frost line 
and solid, continuous foundations of con- 
erete laid for whole rows of markers. 
After the markers were set in the con- 
crete, the ground around them was re- 
filled, graded and sodded. Up to August 
$1, 1935, a total of 6,572 feet of stone 
and 664 individual markers were re-set, 
requiring 5,519 man-days of labor. A 
total of 6,828 yards of ground were 
graded and one and five-tenths acres 
seeded and sodded. 

Two CCC camps were established, one 
in June and the other in November of 
19383. National Park Service officials 
organized a technical staff of historians, 
architects, foresters and engineers. His- 
torical research was started; old build- 
ings came under the discerning eye of 
these historians; defective landscaping 
was corrected by the architects; meas- 
ures were taken to preserve the historic 
woodland areas and roads by the 








foresters; and lanes were surveyed and 
built so as to accommodate the modern 
modes of travel. In sum total, the CCC 
under expert direction has been restor- 
ing and conserving the area, preserving 
the historical continuity and giving con- 
sideration to the cultural changes which 
have taken place over a_ period of 
seventy years, 


Boston—Movement of 1900 New En- 
gland members of the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps to projects in Oregon and 
the State of Washington commenced 
Friday, Oct. 25. Maj. Gen. Fox Conner, 
Commanding General of the 1st Corps 
Area announced. This movement was 
made necessary by the reduction of the 
CCC as recently ordered by the Presi- 
dent. 


Three special trains carrying the men, 
all of whom have volunteered for ser- 
vice outside New England, left Friday 
from Ft. Adams, R. I., from New Lon- 
don, Conn., carrying men from Ft. H. 
G. Wright and from Ft. Devens. A 
fourth train will leave Ft. Devens on 
Saturday and another on Monday. The 
New England men will go to Salem, Al- 
bany, Junction City, Warrenton, Gibb- 
ner, Biggs and Maupin in the State of 
Oregon and to Vancouver Bks. in the 
State of Washington. 

General Conner said that twenty-three 
of the New England companies will be 
disbanded and their personnel moved to 
projects elsewhere. 


The camp occupied by the 193rd 
Company at Millinocket, Maine, will be 
disbanded and the personnel transferred 
to Ellsworth Bar Harbor State Park, 
Maine. The 1104th (Mass.) Company, 
now at that project, will be transferred 
to Douglas, Mass. The 114th Company 
at Granville, Mass., will be transferred 
to Camp Hawley, near Charlemont, 
Mass. The 143rd Company at Erving, 
Mass., is to be transferred to Savoy 
Camp, near North Adams, Mass. 


All transfers will be completed by Oc-

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Nation Celebrates Navy Day 
(Continued from Page 166) 

Twenty-three patriotic societies joined 
in the usual Navy Day ceremonies at 
the John Paul Jones statue, a represen- 
tative of each placing a wreath on the 
mounment. Maj. Walter Bruce Howe, 
past president of the Navy League was 
the principal speaker, delivering an ad- 
dress prepared by Nelson Macy, presi- 
dent of the League, who was ill. Hitting 
at the failure of the United States to 
build ships following the Washington 
Conference in 1922, he said: 

“Japan hus attained her quota, Great 
Britain will have attained it by the date 
the treaty terminates December 31, 1936, 
but the United States will not attain it 
until seven years after that date. If 
the other great powers would obligingly 
refrain from building, as we did, to show 
our peaceful intentions, for six yeurs 
after 1022, the date of the Washington 
Treaty, we would all be at treaty 
strength in 1942. But Great Britain has 
given permission to Germany to build 
up to 35% of her strength and so Ger- 
many will shortly start the construction 
of battleships, which were forbidden her 
under the Treaty of Versailles, and will 
probably lay down four of 25,000 tons 
each. They will embody all the best 
features of her pocket battleships and 
eliminate all errors of construction re- 
vealed in the Battle of Jutland. As 
Germany has always excelled in the 
designing and building of ships of peace 
and ships of war, these new battleships 
may render the present type obsolete. 

“This building by Germany will start 
building in Great Britain who will have 
a number of obsolete battleships by De- 
cember 31, 1986 and thus, if we are not 
to fall woefully behind, we will have to 
start building battleships in addition to 
the auxiliary vessels we now have under 
construction, as we will have seven over 
age by September 31, 1936.” 

The meeting at the John Paul Jones 
monument was under the auspices of the 
Military Order of the World War and 
advisory board of the Masonic Clubs of 
the District. In addition to Major 
Howe, Rear Adm. Harry G. Hamlet, 
Commandant of the Coast Guard, spoke. 
William Galvin, former executive secre- 
tary of the Navy League, placed the 
League's wreath on the statue. 

Newport, R. I. 

A crowd estimated at more than 7,000 
visited the various naval establishments 
at Newport, Navy Day, the largest total 
in recent years. 

Featuring the celebrations was a sham 
battle conducted at the Naval Training 
Station, which was open on Navy Day 
for the first time in three years. Comdr. 
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Augustine H. Gray, USN, one of the 
featured speakers of the day, emphasized 
the importance of battleships as the 
backbone of the Fleet. ‘Touching on air- 
craft, Commander Gray said: 

“The newest and most vital imple- 
ments of the navy now are the aircraft. 
The progress in this field was very slow 
until 1917. The development has been 
fast from this time on, with experimental 
work going on all the time the navy has 
developed in air force second to that 
of no other naval air force in the world. 
Non-stop flight records in many fields 
are held by navy fliers. Every battle- 
ship and cruiser carries planes which 
can be launched at sea. They scout and 
carry advance news. They are gigantic 
weapons of war. Their bombing and 
torpedo squads are major weapons. But 
in summary, the outstanding success of 
our navy revolves on the point that 
ships and planes must operate under a 
single head, and they do this faultlessly. 
Any separation between the two units 
would greatly impede us.”

British Vessel Visits 

The heavy cruiser, H. M. 8S. York, fly- 
ing the flag of Vice Admiral, The Honor- 
able Sir Matthew R. Best, K.C.B., D.S.O., 
M.V.O., Royal Navy, Commander-in-Chief 
of the America and West Indies Station, 
arrived at the Washington Navy Yard, 
from Bermuda, Oct. 30. The York fired 
a national salute of 21 guns off Hains 
Point, which was returned by 21 guns 
by the Navy Yard saluting battery, The 
Navy Yard also fired a salute of 15 guns 
to Vice Admiral Best’s flagship, which 
was returned by the York gun for gun. 

The light cruiser, H. M. S. Danae, of 
the America and West Indies Squadron, 
arrived at Baltimore the same day for a 
week’s visit. The commanding officer of 
the York, who also serves as Vice Ad- 
miral Best’s Chief-of-Staff, is Capt. H.

Advocates Dirigible Program 

Declaring that the airship will have 
an important place in transportation in 
the future, Comdr. Charles E. Rosen- 
dahl, USN, urges the adoption of a 
“strong and positive” lighter-than-air de- 
velopment program. 

“Today the future of the American 
lighter-than-air ship hangs in the bal- 
ance’, Commander Rosendahl says, in an 
article in the National Aeronautic Maga- 
zine. “It depends largely on a change 
from the apathetic attitude towards the 
airship and on realization of the fact 
that the principle of specialization holds 
good in aerial transportation just as in 
every other form of transport. 

“Uncertainty as to the future of the 
airship is not legitimately based on any 
doubt of its practicability or utility: 
there are abundant facts which properly 
interpreted, point to advantages of the 
airship entirely sufficient to warrant 
continuation of its development. The 
uncertainty lies only in whether the 
American people will realize the advan- 
tages of the airship and whether they 
will then follow up with a fair and 
adequate program for justly arriving at 
a definite decision as to whether the 
advantages of the airship are sufficient 
to warrant a permanent place.” 


“Of all pioneering development in 
transportation, the airship is  un- 
doubtedly the least understood. Unfor- 


judged largely by

taken the trouble to look behind the 
scenes and to weigh the basic facts and 
factors against the purely ‘news’ fea- 
tures. Yet, every fair-minded group 
which has investigated the airship fully 
enough has found much in its favor.

Naval Conference Plans 

The five signatories of the Washington 
and London naval limitation treaties 
carried forward plans this week for at- 
tendance at the meeting scheduled to 
begin in London, Dec. 2. 

While little hope is held by any of 
the powers for an agreement on any 
substantial points in view of world cop- 
ditions and the announced declaration 
of Japan for parity with Great Britain 
and the United States, delegates are be- 
ing selected and policies discussed in the 
various capitals. At Tokyo, the Japanese 
Government decided to accept the 
British invitation to participate in the 
conference and named Admiral Osamj 
Nagano, member of the Supreme War 
Council and chief delegate. Matsuzo 
Nagai, former Ambassador to Berlin 
will be associate delegate. 

No announcement has been made as 
to the make-up of the American delega- 
tion, but it is regarded as certain that 
Admiral William H. Standley, Chief of 
Naval Operations, will go and _ that 
Ambassador-at-large Norman Davis will 
be the other delegate. 

Newspaper accounts that the naval 
construction program was being speeded 
up in view of the world situation and 
the og ayo conference were denied 
at the Navy Department this week. The 
source of the story was a letter written 
to navy yards some time ago in effort 
to remove a lag in the construction 
program. In the case of many ships 
building both in navy yards and private 
ship yards, construction is running be- 
hind schedule. The prompting was sent, 
it was stated, with a view toward in- 
creasing employment. 

“The letter written by the Secretary 
to the Commandants of Navy Yards and 
referred to as ‘Confidential’ in the press 
this morning was not a confidential com- 
munication and did not, as purported, 
relate to the present international situa- 
tion or to any approaching naval confer- 
ence or naval conversations,’ a Navy 
Department statement said. “On the 
contrary the letter was written some 
two months ago and was — 
entirely upon the desire of the Navy De- 
partment to speed up all Navy Yard 
work with a view towards doing the 
Navy’s part in the relief of unemploy- 


ment and to make the best use of all 
emergency funds allocated for this pur- 
pose,’ 


USNA Willed Ships’ Models 

A valuable collection of ships’ models 
has been left to the Naval Academy by 
the terms of the will of the late Henry 
Huddleston Rogers, wealthy oil man. 

Legislation will be sought by the Navy 
Department at the next session of Con- 
gress, authorizing the acceptance of the 
107 models in the collection. 


Coast Guard Officer seit 

Capt. E. D. Jones, USCG, Superin 
tendent of the Coast Guard Academy, 
has been awarded the Cross of Chevalier 
of the Order of Leopold II, by the King 
of Belgium. 

The citation accompanying the medal 
States that it is for Captain Jones’ 
heroic services in aiding the Belgian ship 
Jean Jadot while in command of the 
cutter Mendota last March. The decora- 
tion has been deposited with the Secre- 
tary of State until Congress authorizes 
its acceptance.

IT WAS UNFORTUNATE in drawing up the Pay Readjustment Act of 1922 
that Congress, in setting forth the classes of service to which credit for pay 
purposes would be given to officers in the service on June 30, 1922, included 
virtually all types of military service except enlisted service in the National 
Guard. It is well known that war officers later commissioned in the Regular Army 
were given pay credit for enlisted service in the Regular Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps, and constructive credit for commissioned service in the Organized Militia 
between January 21, 1903 and July 1, 1916 or commissioned service in the National 
Guard, the Naval Militia, or the National Naval Volunteers since June 3, 1916. 
This constitutes an injustice to the large number of efficient and capable officers 
whose able service in the ranks and as non-commissioned officers in National 
Guard organizations prepared them for acceptance as commissioned officers in the 
Regular Army. Because of this omission they are denied the additional credit 
toward pay and retirement received by their brother oflicers whose prior service 
was of a different category. To correct this situation would require a short amend- 
ment to the 1922 Act. This should be done at the next session of Congress. The 
benefit accruing therefrom would react on the entire service through an improve- 
ment in the morale of those concerned and also in advancing the retirement 
dates of a large number of officers thus permitting a gradual decrease of the 
“hump.” ‘The staggering of the retirement dates of officers in the hump is of 
utmost importance to the corps of commissioned officers in that it enables a more 
orderly replacement program and helps to prevent the reoccurance of another 
“hump” in the promotion list. Because prior National Guard enlisted service is 
not carried in the annual Register it is difficult to make an estimate of the 
number of officers who are adversely affected by the discrimination but it 
probably totals around three thousand. A restudy of the entire pay schedule, 
commissioned and enlisted, should be made with a view to the upward revision 
so long shown to be necessary. Meanwhile the situation with regard to pay 
credit should be called to the attention of Congress and action urged at the next 
session. 


THD PRESIDENT, ON OCTOBER 380, conferred the Air Mail Fliers’ Medal of 
Honor upon seven postal pilots. The awards were for heroic service rendered in 
connection with air mail flying during the five-year period, 1930-35. The men 
honored deserved the recognition authorized by the law of 19381. Each of them 
performed a signally meritorious act, and in selecting the seven the President 
established the principle of basing the awards upon such outstanding service only. 
Missing, however, from the group distinguished by the President were those 
officers of the Air Corps ef the Army who carried the mails in spite of the 
blizzard weather of the winter of 1934, in spite of lack of experience in postal 
flying, and, above all, in spite of the fact that their planes were not equipped for 
the kind of service thrust upon them. In consequence of these conditions, four 
officers were killed while actually carrying the mail, and eight others in connection 
with the operations, and their living comrades, with equal disregard of danger, 
gallantly carried on and successfully delivered the mails. We have no criticism 
to make of the awards made this week by the President. On the other hand, 
they should and will meet with nation-wide commendation. But we do feel that 
the Army aviators who acted as postal pilots should have been represented at 
least in the group, and we trust that in the next award the names of some of 
them will be found on the list of those selected for the postal medal of honor. 


THR WAR DEPARTMENT having completed its exposition of the fiscal needs 
of the land forces, the Bureau of the Budget is now engaged in the task of 
drawing up, for submission to the President, its recommendations as to the amounts 
to be included in the 1987 Budget. For nearly two weeks, the Army, led by 
General Malin Craig, presented detailed testimony to substantiate the original 
estimates it submitted to the Bureau, which estimates, it may safely be stated, 
contained provisions for the carrying forward of the mechanization and motor- 
ization programs, the modernization of weapons, additional aircraft, a substantial 
increase in grades and ratings for enlisted men, restoration of the reenlistment 
allowance, and ample training for the National Guard and the Reserves. The 
Army has done its part. It now remains for the Bureau and the President to 
heed the sound advice of those to whom the defense of the nation has been 
entrusted. Should the Budget submitted to Congress be inadequate, we predict 
that Congress, fully supported by public sentiment, will supply funds necessary 
to consolidate the gains thus far made and to progress toward that mark set 
by General MacArthur of a “military establishment reasonably capable of assuring 
successful defense of the United States.” President Roosevelt has indicated that 
there will be certain increases in the War Department budget, as he put it, to pay 
and feed the additional enlisted men authorized in the current appropriations. But 
the addition wili have to be more than for pay and subsistence if full value is 
to be derived from the increase in personnel. The need of a modernized Army 
for technical, experienced and skilled men is apparent. Likewise the paucity 
of grades and ratings, even for the old 118,000 strength, is evident. Without 
an increase in grades and ratings, the Army can not attract and hold the type 
of men needed. The stagnation in promotion in the non-commissioned ranks has 
an adverse effect on morale and should be corrected.

R. M. ?.—Under the new Army Regu- 
lations governing appointments to War- 
rant Officer it would seem from your 
letter that you are not eligible to take 
the examination. The candidate must 
be a non-commissioned officer with at 
least nine years six months total ser- 
vice and have had at least two years 
in the grade of Staff Sergeant or above. 

The Adjutant General’s office states 
that the requirement that the candidate 
should have at least two years in the 
grade of Staff Sergeant or above means 
non-commissioned service. Commissioned 
service during the World War ap 
parently would not count, it is stated. 
However, the regulations do not state 
this specifically and if otherwise eligible 
it would be well to make a formal ap- 
plication calling attention to your com- 
missioned service as a qualification under 
this head.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Army Retirement Pay—A lega! question has arisen as to the computation of re- 
tired pay due an officer of the Army who retires voluntarily under the provisions 
of Section 5 of the promotion act of July 31, 1935. 

Under ‘the provisions of that act, an officer with at least 15 years of service 
may retire with pay based on his length of service. It is provided that the 
retired pay shall amount to 2% per cent of his active duty pay multiplied by the 
number of years of service and that in determining the latter, any fractional 
part of a year in excess of six months shall be counted as a whole year. Inas- 
much as the law states that the fractional part shall be counted in “computing 
the right to retirement and retirement pay,” the point has been raised as to 
whether this does not mean that an oflicer may be permitted to count the addi- 
tional months in computing his active duty pay on which his retirement pay is 
based. 

For example, an officer with 16 years and seven months service applies for 
retirement. Admittedly, in computing his retirement pay he is entitled to multiply 
2% per cent of his active duty pay by 17, but further in computing what is 
2% per cent of his active pay shall he be considered to have completed 17 years 
service and thus advance to another pay period. Similarly the question arises as 
to whether the fractional part of the year may be counted to attain another fogie. 

No case has yet arisen involving the point, but as soon as one does, the Office 
of the Chief of Finance intends to immediately certify it to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral. While the law is not clear on the point, it seems entirely likely that an 
officer. would be entitled to count the fractional part of a year for all purposes in 
computing his retired pay and not in just one calculation. The question however 
is one for the Comptroller and after him, perhaps the courts. It is a point of 
potential importance to all officers, for faced with an opportunity of a well paying 
civilian position or perhaps a board, an oflicer might want to retire without wait- 
ing the additional months to gain a new pay period or increased longevity. 

The section of the promotion act under which the question arises follows in 
part: 

“Sec. 5. That any officer on the active list of the Regular Army or Philippine 
Scouts who, on the effective date of this Act or at any time thereafter, shall have 
completed not less than fifteen nor more than twenty-nine years’ service may upon 
his own application be retired, in the discretion of the President with annual pay 
equal to the product of 24% per centum of his active duty annual pay at the time 
of his retirement, multiplied by a number equal to the years of his active service 
not in excess of twenty-nine years: Provided, That the number of years of service 
to be credited in computing the right to retirement and retirement pay under this 
section shall include all service now or hereafter creditd for active duty pay pur- 
poses any fractional part of a year amounting to six months or more to be counted 
as a complete year.” 














Marine Uniform Changes.—A change in the style of the Marine Corps officers’ and 
enlisted men's overcoats has been recommended by the Marine Uniform Board. 

The overcoat will be longer, coming to three inches below the knee. It will 
also have a longer collar, Officers may but will not be required to replace their old 
overcoats immediately. Enlisted men will receive the new coats when their present 
ones wear out and present stocks are exhausted. The Board has also approved a 
new fast dye khaki uniform, which the industry declares will not fade with re- 
peated washings. The new uniform will be slightly lighter in shade than the 
present one. 

Study of a proposed change in the blue mess jacket continues. The original 
proposal had been to do away with the present high-collared jacket in favor of an 
open roll-collar one, similar to the newly adopted white mess jacket. The suggestion 
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is now made that instead of an evening dress uniform with tails very similar tg 
civilian formal evening dress be substituted. Another change in uniform regylg. 
tions being studied involves a new blue blouse with a roll-collar instead of the 
present high collar. 


General Craig Remembers First Outfit—It has just come to light that one of Gep. 
eral Malin Craig’s first acts upon assuming office as chief of staff of the Army 
was to grant a full day’s leave to every man in the first company with which 
he served when he entered the Army. General Craig sent a radiogram to (Co), 
Louis Farrell, commanding the 4th Infantry at Ft. George G. Wright, Wash., saying 
“Order a full holiday for © company, Fourth Infantry. I know the boys deserye 
it, because that’s the outfit with which I started many years ago.” General Craig 
was assigned to © company when he was commissioned a second lieutenant upon 
graduation from the Military Academy and accompanied it on the Santiago 
campaign,

Army Warrant Examinations—In the neighborhood of a thousand applications 
have been received to date from enlisted men of the Army for the examinations for 
Warrant Officer, with many more expected. No date has been set as yet for the ex- 
aminations, but it is expected that they will be held about the middle of March, 
1936. By that time, it is estimated there will be around 50 vacancies to be filled from 
eligibles created. Regulations are now being drafted dealing with the details and 
scope of the examinations. The various arms and Services are working on the 
technical examinations and the Adjutant General’s Oflice on the general examination, 
Until these additional regulations are completed and issued, expected to be about the 
first of the year, it is not possible to enlarge to any extent on the instructions 
given in AR 610-15, issued in September. 

Paragraph 6 of AR 610-15 provides as follows: 

“a. Physical—The physical examination will be suitable to the age of the 
candidate and to the general nature of the duties required of a warrant officer. 

“b. Technical—The technical examination will be in the form of a written, 
oral and practical test in the duties of a master sergeant of any arm or service 
designated by the candidate when making application, including a demonstration 
of proficiency in duties which approximate those of a junior officer. 

“ce. General—The general examination will be given in the following sub- 
jects: Arithmetic. United States history. English composition and grammar. Ad- 
ministration and Army regulations.” 

The written examinations required by paragraph 6b above will be prepared 
and the papers marked by the chiefs of arms and services. The “general na- 
ture” of the oral and practical examinations provided under 6b “will be indi- 
cated” by the branch chiefs, while local examining boards will pass on the can- 
didates. The general examination is being prepared and will be corrected by a 
central board in the War Department. Numerous inquiries have been received 
by the Army AND Navy JourNAL and the War Department regarding details of 
the examinations, especially as to texts or manuals to study in preparation. 
It is suggested that in addition to studying Army Regulations covering the duties 
of the branch or the particular specialty thereof designated by the applicant in 
which he is to be examined, that candidates apply for material to their Chief 
of Arm or Service. Many of the branches, especially where they have schools 
for enlisted men, have texts or manuals on the duties of master sergeants. 
Whether there will be sufficient numbers of these available for distribution will 
depend on the particular arm or service. 

Inquiry is also made as to what is meant by “duties which approximate those 
of a junior oflicer’. This will be determined, it is said, by the local boards, from 
personal observation of candidates and in giving them test assignments involving 
some initiative. While uder the technical examination candidates will be examined 
only as duties of their branch or speciality and of necessity must have considerable 
knowledge of pertinent Army Regulations, the general examination will include 
questions dealing with Army Regulations as a whole. These will not involve details 
or any exact knowledge of provisions, but will consist mainly of knowing where to 
find desired regulations. The term “administration” as used here, it is said, means 
administration in a broad sense. 


Demonstrate New Radio Tube—A small radio tube, which catches an energizing 
light or radio impulse and multiplies it millions of times was described and 
demonstrated before the Institute of Radio Engineers at 330 West 42nd Street, 
New York, recently by Dr. V. K. Zworykin, Dr. George A. Morton and Mr. Louis 
Malter of the RCA Laboratories. 

Tests made indicate application of the tube to any problem of electrical 
amplification requiring exceedingly high “gain” at noise levels far below the 
present types of amplifying tubes, including television scanning. 

The device is suitable for amplifying either direct current, or alternating cur 
rent of any frequency, and the circuit in which it operates is one of extreme 
simplicity. The tube marks a distinct advance in the utilization of what tech- 
nicians refer to as “secondary emission,” a principle by which the impact of elec- 
trons emitted by a cathode release other electrons from a series of succeeding 
electrodes in ever increasing volume. 

The new tube may be provided with either a photo-electric cathode or the 
usual thermionic cathode, such as that used in the radio tubes of home receivers. 
In a demonstration of the new device, the RCA scientists employed a tube with 
photoelectric cathode. The energizing impulses were provided by a neon glow 
tube, connected to the magnetic pick-up of an electric phonograph. The dull light 
thus generated, fluctuating in accordance with the music of the record, was 
focussed on the photoelectric element of the new tube, which converted it into 
electrical energy and amplified it enormously. It produced an output of two to 
three watts for the direct operation of a loudspeaker, through which the recorded 
music was reproduced. ‘ 


Restrict Overseas Cap—Wearing of the overseas cap for “dress” purposes by sol- 
diers of the Regular Army is not favored by the Secretary of War. 

Soldiers of motorized Coast Artillery, mechanized Cavalry, and Tank units 
since 1933 have been issued the same familiar type of overseas cap that teoot?

“The requirement that inactive units 
of regiments will be prepared to move 
by 30-M points clearly to the necessity 
for trained cadres upon which to build 
all inactive units, however small, of com- 
bat and service troops. In order that this 
can be effected, I am convinced that defi- 
nite responsibility for the organization 
of these inactive units must be fixed 
by assigning to them their commissioned 
personnel in time of peace. I take the 
liberty to suggest that officers of the 
inactive National Guard be not held in a 
pool, but that each be given his mobili- 
zation assignment with the duty to plan 
for mobilizing his organization.

I earnestly rec- 
ommend that you give the question seri- 
ous thought. M-Day is too late. 

“The procurement of manpower to fill 
existing units and for the organization 
of inactive units and installations may 
be discussed under two heads: Volun- 
tary Enlistments and the Selective Ser- 
vice System. 

Voluntary Enlistments 

“In any emergency we must depend 
upon voluntary enlistments to bring the 
units of the Regular Army and National 
Guard to peace strength, and to provide 
needed manpower until Selective Ser- 
vice can function. To this end an in- 
tensive recruiting campaign will be ini- 
tiated upon the outbreak of war. Since 
time will be short, effort will be concen- 
trated on enlisting men with military 
training. There are in the country today 
approximately three million men who 
have had some training since the World 
War. Of this group it is estimated that 
some 750,000 men than 35 years 
of age are suitable for general service. 
World War veterans are too old. 

“In order to obtain men, reliance will 
be placed initially upon local recruiting. 
No doubt each National Guard unit has 
a list of men who can be reached 
quickly. In an actual or threatened in- 
vasion we confidently count on getting 
25,000 men daily for the whole army. 
Such an emergency will see our citizens 
eager to volunteer for defense. Under 
circumstances less grave the number ob- 
tained through volunteer enlistments 
will depend upon the extent to which the 
war is popular and the temper of our 
people. Through the radio and the press 
and otherwise by public appeal we shall 
lay the case before the country and no 
doubt the country will respond. 


less 


S-lective Service System 

“Thus far I have spoken of the early 
days of a war when we must fill the 
ranks through voluntary enlistment. 
Mobilization regulations have been pub- 
lished as a guide to recruiting agencies 
during this phase. In a major emer- 
gency, however, we believe the Congress 
will enact a Selective Service Law. 

“The Personnel Division, G-1, War De- 
partment General Staff, is the War De- 
partment agency concerned with plan- 
ning for the procurement of manpower 
through Selective Service for the Army 
in time of war. The Bureau of Navi- 
gation is the Navy Department agency 
responsible for similar planning for the 
Navy. Both the War and Navy Depart- 
ments are definitely committed to the 
principle of Selective Service. Coordina- 
tion between the two Departments is 
effected through a Joint Army and Navy 


Selective Service Committee. Studies 
have advanced to the stage where the 
planning will be complete when the 
forty-eight States and the District of 
Columbia have submitted acceptable 
State Selective Service Plans to the 


Joint Army and Navy Selective Service 
Committee. 

“T am pleased to inform you that 35 
State Selective Service Plans have been 
completed and the remaining 13 are on 
the way. I cannot refrain from express- 


ing our appreciation for the splendid co- | 


operation the War Department has re- 





ceived from the State Adjutants General 
in our effort to procure effective Selec- 
tive Service planning. Contact has been 
kept with these officials through our Gen- 
eral Staff liaison officer, himself a Na- 
tional Guard officer detailed on the War 
Department General Staff. All concerned 
are to be felicitated for such signal 
achievement and one vital to war plan- 
ning. 
Replacements 

“Having set up the machinery for the 
mobilization of units and the procure- 
ment of manpower, we are next con- 
cerned with the flow of replacements. 
After your units move to the Theater of 
Operations, ranks will be thinned 
through casualties occurring from vari- 
ous causes. If the war is brought to this 
country it is planned to set up in each 
Army area in the Theater of Operations 
replacement battalions to which all re- 
placements will be sent. A certain level, 
say 15% of the combat strength, will 
be maintained in these battalions. 
Trained men, individually equipped, will 
be forwarded to these replacement bat- 
talions by Corps Area Commanders from 
their Replacement Centers. From re- 
placement battalions, men will be al- 
lotted to units. Thus the supply of men 
will become practically automatic. 

“Replacements of officers will come 
through the promotions within divisions, 
40 per centum, and 60 per centum from 
the replacement pool. This pool will con- 
sist of officers released from hospitals, 
from zone of the interior units and in- 
stallations, and from officer candidate 
schools. The Act of June 15, 1933, pro- 
vides for the appointment of sufficient 
commissioned personnel of the National 
Guard of the United States to meet the 
requirements of the war strength tables 
of organization. The Act of June 19, 
1935, provides for the maintenance of a 
pool of lieutenants of the National 
Guard of the United States, the number 
to be limited to the number of men 
qualified. In these provisions of law lies 
a long step forward in solving your 
mobilization and replacement problem. 
Not all the qualified lieutenants can be 
assigned to units. Many will be utilized 
to train replacements to bring units to 
their war strength and for other appro- 
priate assignments.”

President and Secretary of War. The 
withholding of fiscal authority from such 
oficer practically limited his command to 
disciplinary and tactical control. There 
was nothing that corresponded to a Gen- 
eral Staff such as existed in other 
armies. No oflice or department of the 
Amy was charged with planning for the 
whole. No one acted under the Secre- 
tary of War in co-ordinating the whole 
nilitary service. The powers and duties 
of a Chief of Staff were more nearly 
wited in the office of The Adjutant Gen- 
eal than in any other. This system 
reached its high tide of arrogance and 
independence during the Spanish Ameri- 
can War. 

Elihu Root, that splendid American 
now in his ninety-first year, became Sec- 
retary of War in 1899. His incomparable 
nind at once comprehended the defects 
of such a system and set at work to 
remedy them. In 1903 his influence with 
Congress and his able presentation of 
the need brought us the law creating 
the General Staff. Its head is Chief of 
Staff of the whole Army, being selected 
for the piace from the general officers 
of the line of the Army for a term of 
four years. The Commanding General of 
the Army under that title was discon- 
tinued. The Chief of Staff, speaking 
ilways in the name of the Secretary of 
War, exercises a real command over all 
parts of the Army. Up to the World 
War the system prevailed against some 
“pposition from the old permanent bu- 
reaus of the War Department. Its use- 
fulness during the World War forever 
insured the General Staff as a controll- 
ing coordinating and planning entity for 
our Army. 

Many distinguished officers have held 
the place of Chief of Staff. The four- 
teenth to be selected is Major General 
Malin Craig, appointed on October 2nd. 
No man more representative of our 
people and our Army could have been 
thosen. A native of Missouri, he is es- 
“ntially a product of what we of the 
*rviee call the Old Army. He was born 
M the 6th Cavalry of which his father 
Was a loved and gallant officer. At the 
‘ge of 19 he was admitted to West Point, 
where he graduated in 1898.

» The truth is that he stood 33 in a 





class of 59 members and had never been 
less than twenty files from the foot. In 
his last year he gained seven numbers 
on his classmates above him. He was 
an outstanding cadet in a Class which 
already has furnished five Major Gen- 
erals to our Army. In the soldierly re- 
quirements of Discipline he graduated 
eighth in his Class, and had never been 
below twelfth. By cadet rank, the cher- 
ished reward that measures’ general 
military excellence as well as scholastic 


standing, he was respectively the Senior 


Corporal, the senior First Sergeant and 
the Senior Captain in the Cadet Bat- 
talion. Twelve years ahead of him an- 
other Missouri boy, one John J. 
Pershing, enjoyed exactly the same dis- 
tinction, with the same prophetic impli- 
cations as to future success. Cadet Craig 
was the literary editor of the “Ninety- 
Eight Howitzer.” Six years out of West 
Point he stood number one among the 
Honor graduates of the Infantry and 
Cavalry School, the time honored insti- 
tution for officers at Ft. Leavenworth. 
A little later he finished the course at 
the Army War College, where compara- 
tive marks are not kept, but which in 
later life he was destined to twice Com- 
mand and Direct. This is the scholastic 
record of an extraordinarily able officer. 

In athletics at the Military Academy 
he won his letter in both football and 
baseball. He played on the football team 
in ‘6 and ’97, and on the baseball team 
in "95, "96 and ’07. He has all his life 
been an outdoor man, a_ rider, and 
hunter, and is no mean golfer even in 
the preliminary negotiations on the first 
Tee. 

Upon graduation from West Point he 
was assigned to the Infantry. But he 
sought the arm of his boyhood memories, 
and in three days less than a month he 
was transferred to his father’s old regi 
ment the 6th Cavalry. He followed the 
guidons of the cavalry as long as he was 
a regimental officer, with the exception 
of a brief period in 1917 when he car- 
ried the title of a Lieutenant Colonel of 
Field Artillery. During the thirty-seven 
years since his graduation he has served 
practically wherever our flag has flown. 
Beginning with the Santiago Campaign 


in Cuba, his foreign service record in 
cludes China in the Boxer Rebellion. 
four different tours of duty in the 
Philippines and the command of 
the Department of Panama. He was 
in France from late 1917 to No 
vember 12, 1918, and then went with 
the Third Army to Germany. In the 
continental United States he has served 
all over the map, his last important 


command being the 9th Corps Area on 





the Pacific Coast where he has been 
since 1930. This last included inci- 
dentally the control of more CCC men 
than there are soldiers in the United 


States Army. 

No officer of his time saw more varied 
service than he in the twenty years be- 
tween his graduation at West Point and 
our entrance in the World War. Twice 
an aide-de-camp, first to the stern and 
unbending Thomas H. Barry in the 
Philippine Insurrection, and later in its 
closing days to that dashing cavalryman 
General J. Franklin Bell. He was to 
serve General Bell once more in the 
same capacity eleven years later at San 
Francisco. He was under Chaffee at the 
storming of Peking in the relief of the 
Legations beleaguered by the Boxers in 
the summer of 1900. In his rise through 
maturity he held every regimental staff 
position for which his rank made him 
eligible. 

It was a great accumulation of soldier 
experience that he brought with him 
when in the summer of 1917 he became 
Chief of Staff of the 41st Division under 
Maj. Gen. Hunter Liggett. His new 
commander was an outstanding veteran 
with great qualities of mind and heart, 
and his chief of staff admired and re- 
spected him. They were not to be sepa- 
rated again, except for short intervals, 
until the Third Army disbanded on the 
banks of the Rhine, and Liggett sailed 
for home in July, 1919. The 41st Divi 
sion had been broken up for replace- 
ments on arrival in France, and Liggett 
and Craig went together to organize the 
First Corps of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in January, 1918. It 
served in the Toul Sector, in the Second 
hattle of the Marne, in the reduction of 
the St. Mihiel Salient, and in the forty- 
seven days struggle in the Meuse- 
Argonne. In October, 1918, Liggett’s pro- 
motion to head the First Army, gave 
Craig a new Corps Commander, that ex- 
cellent soldier Joseph T. Dickman, who 
commanded the First Corps during the 
last weeks of the Campaign. Craig, now 
became a Brigadier General in the Na 
tional Army, continued as its Chief of 


Staff until the Armistice. When the 
Third Army was formed on November 
12, 1918, Dickman and Craig joined it 


together and marched with it to the 
Rhine as Commander and Chief of Staff 
After a few months General Liggett re 
lieved Dickman at Coblenz and took over 
command of the Third Army, and Craig 
found himself again under his old com 
mander, 

No textbook can fix the exact duties of 
a Chief of Staff of a fighting unit. 
There is much coordinating authority in- 
herent in the position, exercised as it is 
in the name of his General. His author 
ity in principle flows from and is 
measured by the confidence reposed in 
him by the Chief in whose name he gives 
orders. That General Craig satisfied two 
as exacting and competent chiefs 
Liggett and Dickman during the trying 


as 





days when the First Corps was bearing 
the brunt of the St. Mihiel attack, and 
the long struggle against the last-ditch 
stand of the Germans in the rugged 
forest of Argonne and from the domi- 
nating heights between the Aire and the 
Meuse, leaves no doubt as to his quality 
as a soldier. He was the continuing 
strong influence throughout the Corps 
under both of those commanders. 

He was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal, with this citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and 
distinguished services. He served in turn 
as Chief of Staff of a division, a corps 
and an army, in each of which capaci- 
ties he exhibited great ability. His per- 
sonal influence, aggressive and untiring 
efforts were repeatedly displayed in the 
operations of the First Corps in the 
vicinity of Chateau Thierry, on the 
Ourcq, and the Vesle, during the St. 
Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne Offensives.” 

The same eminent services brought 
him recognition by decorations from 
France, Great Britain, Belgium, Italy 
and Keuador. 

When the troops came home General 
Craig on August 5, 1919 reverted to his 
regular grade of Major and took it with 
a smile. On the passage of the National 
Defense Act in June, 1920 he became a 
Colonel, and a Brigadier General the 
following April. In July, 1924 he was 
appointed Chief of Cavalry with the 
rank of Major General. He filled that 
important place until March, 1926 when 
he was relieved at his own request for 
line duty. Ile was at once made a Major 
General. By his recent selection for 
Chief of Staff of the Army he becomes 
a four-starred General, 

We were Captains together in the old 
Kirst Cavalry, and were never very far 
apart in France, I know the affection 
and esteem with which he is regarded 
by those who have served under and over 


him. He radiates leadership and team 
work. He has mixed with all classes of 
men in all kinds of circumstances, and 
knows how to get along with people. He 
has been no balancer of cups at pink- 
teas, and no squire of dames, and, to 
use a soldier’s expression, has “cooled 
no coffee” in his crowded years. With a 


developed or inherited sense of humor, 
he is always able to see the other fel- 
low's viewpoint. He has that invaluable 
attribute for success, a sense of propor- 
tion He is sympathetically modern in 
his outlook military matters. He 
knows what worth while. He fights 
for no non-essentials. He reaches for no 
one without getting him. He will or- 
ganize, consolidate and modernize in 
every way for the Army and the country, 
what his brilliant predecessor secured 
for it. 

He faces many problems. The brilliant

Charging that there is a “continuous 
and aggressive campaign being waged 
both in and out of this country to drive 
American shipping from the seas,” Rear 
Adm. Clark H. Woodward, USN, Com- 
mander, Destroyers, U. 8S. Fleet, speak- 
ing over the radio from the deck of the 
USS Crowninshield on Navy Day, urged 
continuation of the ship subsidy and ex- 
pansion of the American merchant 
marine. 

“A merchant marine 1s absolutely es- 
seniial to the economic development of 
our country in times of peace and a 
powerful factor in the successful conduct 
of a war by augmenting the Navy,” he 
said.
